As the forthcoming December 
issue of the Nad will contain the 
official proceedings of the Detroit 
convention, the list of State 
Organizers for the N. A. D. will 
not be announced until the publica- 
tion of that volume. 

Between now and the next Con- 
vention, in 1923, there should be a 
great drive for life memberships in 
the N. A. D , now at $10.00 each, 
so as to bring the Endowment Fund 
up to at least $50,000.00. This can 
be done if every member will become 
a life member and bring in one or 
more life memberships. Hearing 
friends of the deaf may become as- 
sociate life members, and doubtless 
there are many who would join if 
invited.
